Continuation of Box I I. 2 

Present claims 1, 28, 43 relate to an extremely large number of possible 
compounds. Support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and/or disclosure 
within the meaning of Article 5 PCT Is to be found, however, for only a 
very small proportion of the compounds claimed. In the present case, the 
claims so lack support, and the application so lacks disclosure, that a 
meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope Is impossible. 
Consequently, the search has been carried out for those parts of the 
claims which appear to be supported and disclosed, namely the examples 
of the description, wherein A and B are -CH, R2a and R4 are a hydrogen 
atoms and R2 Is a substituted carbon atom. 

Moreover It 1s not clear why there can be present up to 2 Rl 
substltuents when F, E and D are Independently CH or N. From these 
definitions It appears that Rl should be positioned between Rla and F 
and can thus be present once or absent. 

Nevertheless the ring containing F, E and D has been searched as being 
optionally substituted and optionally condensed with further rings.
